MEMORY OF A QUEEN 

'"pHOUGH a new 
* generation lias 
ariBai since the passing 
uf Queen Victoria in 
1901, htir name and 
lame are perpetuated 
by the celebration of 
Empire Day on the 
anniversary of her birth. 

Australia, with the other Dominions, 
docs well to rumor the great Queen and 
tc> retail what her prestige and per- 
sonality stood for. It WU during her 
reign of over sixty ysars that we gw» 
from rnfaacy to maturity as a nation. 

The ttrujjeLnu settlement? that made 
up Australia when Victoria came tn 
the Throne tad developed at her death 
into rich and populous communities 
standing oti the verge of a ointinent- 
v. L-.le Federation. Tn all this period of 
growth die Queen's name, position, 
and high example meant much to her 
scattered Dominions. 

The Victorian age was a period 
unique in our history. It saw a 
pliem imcnal growth of wealth and 
population and a corresponding advance 
in the arw and graces of life. 

The run/.' anil prctllfc of thv Britith 
Crtncn uvre imm<*itmri)hly enhrmred. ti 
remit due in thr main //> ihe hifih 
.tliwitord nf rnndurt jirl by Queen I re- 
itiritt herself. 

Both puhlic and private life benefited 
by lier example. Court life took OB 
new and better phases. The rtffeetn in- 
ate loyalty shown on the occasion of 
her gr.mdsoo'a Silver Jubilee owes not 
a tittle of its warmth and spontaneity 
to the influences for which she was 
responsible. 

Following Queen Victoria have come 
two Royid ladies. Queen Alexandra 
and Queen Mary, who have carried out 
to the full the tradition* nl ' tfcetl pre- 
decessor. 

It is safe to say that for the best part 
of a Century the Empire has been in- 
spired as a social force, and strengthened 
as a civilising agent, by the three 
women who have occupied the Throne, 
either as Queen Regnant ot as Consort 
of reigning sovereigns. 

Many still living will recall the 
beauty and charm of the Danish Prin- 
cess who came to the Throne as Queen 
Alexandra, No one needs to be told 
of the solicitude for her sobjecta and 
the unfading graciousness and Royal 
dignity of Queen Mary. 

For the women of Australia. Empire 
Day has a significance all its own. In 
a world of change and ui threatened 
wars and tumult, the steadying in- 
fluence of the Throne has been of in- 
estimable value — an influence due, 
more than anything else, to the great 
Queen whose birthday is com- 
memorated.

JJEFORifl Iwgmnltig to work the 
design fn your favorite but- 
tonholing, tint ice the top petal 
which InpB over the Inner one:

This is a small triumph of de- 
signing, for It enables you to 
complete the (lower with only 
one tiny break of line, where the 
inner top petal folds round to its 
centre. This is n great advan- 
tage In stitching, and lends 
smoothness to the work. 

Notice also the double lines on 
the (op edges of the two large 
bide petals; stitch deeply DVCX 
these, to represent the furry yel- 
low line which lies along these 
petals, and which Ik repeated in 
the long central petal by a line 
nf satin-stitching. These places 
In the design are marked by 
small cross lines in the liliistrn- 
lions, but appear only as double 
lilies in I ho linens. 



The leaves may be outlined or 
satin-corded where they do not 
form port of the small cut pieces. 

The little cut bits may be 
added af(«r working til* flowers 
and leaves. Put in tho tiny picotB 
where they appear tn the linen, 
as they are marked in this de- 
sign when you get your pieces. 
If you are single buttonholing
